As a powerful attenuating deobſtruent, it 
has been given with the greateſt ſucceſs in 
diſeaſes of long ſtanding, accompanied with 
obſtinate obſtructions, ſuch as the Catalepſy, 
Epilepſy or Falling Sickneſs, St. Vitus's Dance, 
and other Convulſive diſorders, Spaſms or 
Cramps, Chronic Gout, Rheumatiſm, Sciatica, 
and Palſy, Fixed and HabitualCoughs, Hoarſe- 
neſs, and Aſthma, the Jaundice, Dropſy, Stub- 
born Ague, the Ague in the Head, Intermittent 
Fever, Schirrous Tumours, White Swellings, 
Stiffneſs and Contractions of the Joints, and 
other like diſorders; and has been found to 


ſucceed after many other remedies have failed. 


Although this powder, by repeated doſes, 
may have reduced the viſcid blood and ſtag- 
nant humours into a more fluid ſtate, and in- 
creaſed their motion ſo far as may have been 
neceſſary to a cure in the laſt mentioned diſ- 
orders; yet, on its farther principle as an 
antiphlogiſtic, a ſingle doſe only in acute in- 

flamma- 
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flammatory caſes, the Pleuriſy, Inflammatory 
Gout and Rheumatiſm, St. Anthony's Fire, 
Quinſey, Suffocating Catarrh, and the like, 
having been given with ſtrict compliance to 
our directions, has not failed to forward a 
criſis, and thereby ſhorten their duration, 
notwithſtanding the ſymptoms and circum- 
ſtances are ſo widely different in theſe diſ- 
eaſes from thoſe which were formerly men- 
tioned. | 

Its good effects hkewiſe have been expe- 
rienced in the Apoplexy, as alſo on the firſt 
attack of the different kinds of Palſy which 
frequently ſucceeds it, when given in a full 
doſe after the neceſlary evacuations, 

In complaints of the Eyes, not only of the 
ſcrophulous but thoſe alſo of the inflamma- 
tory kind, this Powder may be depended on— 
as likewiſe in thoſe defects of the eyes owing 
to more latent acrimonious humours, fre- 
quently unſuſpected to exiſt in the conſtitu- 
tion; and from“ whence ariſe thoſe uncaſy 
ſenſations of prickly heat, ſmarting pains, at- 
tended with weakneſs of ſight, &c. in which 
laſt complaint ſpectacles, though a temporary

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relief only, are generally had recourſe to; but 
that inconvenience has commonly been got 
rid of upon the uſe of two or three doſes of 
this Powder. 

In diſeaſes of the Ears, ſuch as the Far- 
ll ach, Pains from catching cold, Impoſthuma- 
ö | tion, or Deafneſs proceeding from a collec- 
tion of humours in thoſe glands whoſe office 
it is to ſupply the ears with wax, ſuitable 
both in quantity and quality to the purpoſes 


of hearing; when this cauſe of Deafneſs has 
not been diſcovered by the uſual ſymptom of 
a noiſe in the ears, or (on examining the ear) 
by the wax, &c. or from other concurring 
circumſtances of the exiſtence of morbid hu- 
mours ; it has at length become apparent, 
as has been ſucceſsfully experienced, upon 
taking three or four doſes of this Powder. 
In other more unfortunate diſeaſes, both of 
the Eyes and Ears, ſuch as when the nerves of 
_ thoſe organs are become defective, either from 
relaxation, or by being in a paralytic ſtate, as 
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18 the caſe in the Gutta Serena, which, when 
confirmed, has ever been deemed incurable, 
from this medicine may be expected not 


2 only 
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only relief, but the greateſt probability of a 
cure, it having already ſo happily ſucceeded 
in ſome recent caſes of that kind. 
This Powder brings away gravel, cleanſes the 
body from worms, and conſequently removes 
the many diſorders ariſing therefrom. Tho' it 
be difficult to conceive that one doſe of any 
medicine whatever ſhould continue its action 
in the conſtitution for the ſpace of a week at 
leaſt, the fact is indiſputable reſpecting the 
PoupRE Uniqeuz ; and when to the many pe- 
culiar advantages with which it is attended, 
as one of the cheapeſt, moſt pleaſant, and 
ſpeedy remedies, we add the circumſtance of 
its having been ſucceſsfully adminiſtered in 
diſeaſes which had been deemed incurable, 
and where every other medicine had failed, 
may it not be preſumed that this Powder will 
in a ſhort time be univerſally admitted to ex- 
cel the moſt celebrated medicines that have 
hitherto been offered to the public? Leſt ſome 
might miſunderſtand me in calling it cheap, I 
would have it be obſerved, that four doſes in 
moſt caſes are ſufficient for ten weeks. 
From the virtues which it evidently poſ- 
ſeſſes, 
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ſeſles, perhaps it is not extravagant to ima- 
gine, that it might prove highly benefi- 
cial, if not act as areal ſpecific, in the Plague 
ijtſelf. In the mean time, we may reaſonably 
expect, that when farther trials ſhall have 
more fully aſcertained its virtues, it will be 
experienced to be beneficial in a greater num- 
ber of diſeaſes than either hitherto have, or 
are afterwards to be mentioned in the Di- 
rections. 

It commonly throws out the morbid hu— 
mours, and afterwards clears the ſkin of all 
impurities, producing, very ſoon, a free and 
eaſy circulation throughout the conſtitution ; 
and as a mark of its good eſſects it may be 
obſerved, that in diſeaſes attended with 
obſtinate obſtructions, the Gout, Rheuma- 
tiſm, &c. the pains are, upon firſt taking 
this Powder, more ſenſibly felt at times. 
And experience ſhews us farther, that com- 
plaints in the Head, Stomach, and Upper 
Parts of the Body, proceeding from the ſame 
cauſe, are frequently, upon taking a doſe or 
two of this Powder, in a peculiar manner 
transferred from thoſe more vital organs to 

the 
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the extremities, the feet or ancles, in parti- 
cular, whereby thoſe parts become tumiſied, 
and ſometimes painful. But that pain, &c. 
ſeldom fails to go off of itſelf in a few days. 

The doſe is ſmall and pleaſant, the largeſt 
not exceeding twelve grains; the operation 
of which is, with due regard had to the Di- 
rections, in the moſt kindly manner, either 
by ſtool, urine, or perſpiration, without ſweat, 
or the danger of catching cold; on the con- 
trary, it removes the cauſe of one, and needs 
no confinement, as exerciſe on foot, in car- 
riage, or on horſeback, is found to be uſeful, 
as is alſo the motion induced by friction 
on parts diſabled or in a paralytic ſtate. 
If therefore an effectual cure be the object, 
the eaſieſt and moſt convenient means can- 
not be rejected. 

As a duty incumbent on us, we muſt far- 
ther add what has been repeatedly expe- 
rienced, that where the patients have to ap- 


pearance been at the laſt gaſp, and the Powder 


was got down with the greateſt difficulry, it 
has, by its ſurpriſing quick effects, ſnatched, as it 
were, three out of four from the jaws of death. 

After 
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After ſo many proofs, from our own ex- 
perience, of the excellency of this medicine, 
and knowing like wiſe that the great ſucceſs of 
it bas depended ſo much on its proper admi- 
niſtration, we may with truth affirm, that 
with diſcreet management, it will diſcover an 
evident tendency to relieve Nature in almoſt 
whatſoever way ſhe may be oppreſſed. 

Notwithſtanding what has been advanced 
of the different and ſurpriſing properties of 
this Powder, as likewiſe of the cures per- 
formed by it in ſuch a multiplicity of diſeaſes; 
yet we would not by any means inſinuate, 
that it poſſeſſes the virtues of an vniverſal re- 
medy, being ſenſible of the impoſſibility of 
any ſuch thing; we only ſay, that it is a me- 
dicine of a very ſingular nature, and which 
will be better underſtood by the following 
account of the manner of its effects; viz. That 
allowing the effects from the firſt doſe to laſt 
(though in a leſſer degree) above a week: 

A ſecond being taken at the week's end 
(without waiting till the effects of the former 


are exhauſted) the medicine, thus admini- 
ſtered, 
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ſtered, will continue to act for more than a 
fortnight longer. 

A third again repeated, at che end of that 
fortnight, (being three weeks after the firſt) 
thereby becomes ſo much ſtronger as to carry 
its effects beyond three weeks more. 

At the expiration of which time, a fourth 
doſe repeated will, in like manner, lengthen 
its action to the end of a month at leaſt : ſo 


that it appears by the above calculation, that 


from four doſcs only of this Powder, its ſalu- 
tary effect by inſenſible perſpiration, which is 


moſt predominant, is continued to ten weeks 


at leaſt; which may be known by a pleaſing, 
agreeable, glowing warmth on the ſkin, with- 
out a diſpoſition to ſweat, or the danger of 
catching cold; ſo that, by this very ſingular 
laſting effect, felt in thoſe who take it for any 
conſiderable time together, it ſeems to pro- 
duce advantages ſimilar to thoſe which reſult 
from a tranſition into a milder climate. 

The air, it is evident, is an univerſal inſtru— 
ment which Nature makes uſe of in all her 
works, and that it is an elaſtic fluid, imper- 
ceptible to all our ſenſes except that of 

C feeling; 
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feeling ; it is ever in motion, and from the 
carth's ſurfœce upwards gradually becomes 
thinner and lighter. It deſerves to be ob- 
ſerved, that herein moſt of the principal ope- 
rations in chemiſtry are performed; and that, 
according to the heat and motion thereof, 
every proceſs is ſooner or later finiſhed. In 
the body of man, and in different degrees 
throughout the animal creation, it muſt be 
remarked that the chemiſtry of nature 1s 1n- 
finitely more perfect than that of human art; 
as in the former the power of heat is in an 
eſpecial manner joined to the molt exquiſite 


mechaniſm. Now we would ſuppoſe that the 


volatile parts of this medicine, to which its 
ſuperlative eſſicacy is principally owing, are, 
ſoon after being reccived into the ſtomach, ſet 
at liberty, and quickly conveyed, as it were, 
in eſfluvia throughout the conſtitution; which 
is performed by the heat and action of the 
ſtomach, inteſtines, and other natural func- 
tions of the body, that wonderful laboratory 
io completely furniſhed with every material 
requiſite for ſeparating, in the molt perfect man- 


ner, the ſeveral mxtures therein contained into 


diſtinct 
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diſtinct and more {imple principles, to anſwer 
their reſpective purpoſes. But the proceſs of 
inſenſible perſpiration, above all others, is the 
moſt excellent and admirable, whereby the 
thinneſt and lighteſt Auids are ſeparated from 
the more groſs, and rarefied, as it were, into 
air, or at leaſt into ſuch a degree of ſteam or 
vapour as to eſcape the ſight in its paſſage 
from the pores of the ſkin, or with the air 


from the lungs; except that in cold weather. 


it may be ſeen in the breath. 

By this ſort of perſpiration, or impercept- 
ible breathing through the pores and from the 
lungs, there is, according to Sanctorius's ac- 
count, a greater quantity of ſuperfluous fluids 
or humours of the body carried off than by 
all the other outlets together; and herein 
alone (ſetting aſide ornament) conſiſts the uſe 
of our apparel, viz. as it promotes the perſpi- 
ration we are {peaking of, Whenever then 
Nature is interrupted in this moſt falutary 
operation, which very commonly happens in 
our ever variable climate, ſhe ſoon muſt be- 


come defective, indiſpoſed, grow lick, full of 
achs, pain, &c. the cauſe of all which com- 
C 2 plaints

plaints is attributed to the catching cold, as 
it is called, whence, it is very evident, innu- 
merable diſorders have their riſe. As it then 
follows that a proper regular diſcharge, by 
inſenſible perſpiration, is of ſo much import- 
ance, that, through a deficiency of it, not 
only the whole conſtitution is ſure to ſuffer 
more or leſs in proportion to its defect, but 
that even life itſelf is often in danger ; there- 
fore it ſhould ſeem on all occaſions neceſſary 
to pay equal regard to theſe diſcharges as 
thoſe by ſtool or urine: and as it is ſaid to 
lighten the body more than all other ſenſible 
evacuations, and that by how much the more 
ſubtilly and inſenſibly it is performed ſo much 
the more healthful, a proper and regular eva- 
cuation of this kind becomes indiſpenſably 
neceſſary to health, which can neither be main- 
te ined, nor can a diſeaſe be removed without 
it: a total ſuppreſſion whereof is certain 
death; a partial one, as has been ſaid before, 
being the greateſt means whereby a variety 
of diſorders are produced, which prove more 
or leſs violent, dangerous, or difficult to be re- 
moved, according to the degree of the ſup- 
preſſion, 
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preſſion, and as the parts affected are more or 
leſs noble. Thoſe diſeaſes, peculiar to the 
part or parts affected, are diſtinguiſhed by 
this or that name; viz. when the brain 1s 
particularly affected, it is called an Apoplexy ; 
when the lungs, &c. a Conſumption ; the li- 
ver, a Jaundice; the Gout, when it chiefly 
affects the joints and ligaments of the toes, 
ankles, and knees; the Rheumatiſm, when 
the muſcles, membranes, and ſinews, as they 
are called, and oftentimes the Joints of the 
wriſts, ſhoulders, knees, &c, But ſcarce any 
part of the body, in theſe two laſt- mentioned 
diſorders, 1s free from pain, at times, either 
from the ſharp tartareous matter of the Gout, 

or the fiery ſalt humour of the Rheumatiſm. 
Mr. Seymour, therefore, as knowing the effi- 
cacy of this remedy, with reliance on a regular 
obſervance of the rules, and on being conſulted, 
will by agreement, if required (where the 
diſcouraging ſymptoms of too great a weak- 
neſs of the bowels do not prevent) adminiſter 
it at free coſt, till the cure is completed : 
and where there is a probability of its being 
taken according to directions, will, out of 
humanity, 
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humanity, give it to ſuch diſtreſſed objects as 
labour under any of the above-mentioned in- 
veterate diſtempers, and have been turned 
out of an hoſpital deemed incurable, on pro- 
ducing a note with an account of their caſe, 
ſigned by the phyſician and furgeon under 
whoſe care they had been. 

This Powder, being of a metallic nature, 
does not loſe its virtues, either by length 
of time or change of place; and it is at- 
tended likewiſe with this advantage, that 
twenty papers may with eaſe be conveyed - 
within the compaſs of a letter to any part of 
the globe.

N order to prepare the body for a more 
agreeable and certain operation by ſtool 
from this Powder, (though rarely wanting in 
that reſpect) and as its good effects may not be 
exerted without a free diſcharge of that kind 
on the days of taking, and by the body being 


looſe during the laſting effects of the Powder ; 
it is adviſable therefore, where time will per- 


mit, that a quart, or at leaſt a pint, of com- 
mon rennet or cheeſe whey, be drank every 
day, for three or four days betore the Powder 
is taken, as being alſo farther more particu- 
larly neceſſary to dilute the blood and leſſen 
the acrimony of the humours; and if it 
ſhould not of itſelf be ſufficient to keep the 
body in a laxative ſtate, the addition of ſome 
gentle opening remedy, daily repeated, ſuch 


as manna, diflolved in the whey, lenitive 


electary, 
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electary, ſena and prunes, or the like, is 
requiſite thereto ; likewiſe, ſome kind of 
looſening diet may be made uſe of, ſuch as 
the eating in common rye bread, and malt 
liquors, being likewiſe proper, may be drank, 
whether by thoſe who are accuſtomed to it or 
not. This method 1s alſo recommended to 
be obſerved during the courſe of the Pow- 
der, on every occaſion where a looſe ſtool is 
not regulatly had once or twice a day at leaſt; 
and where the whey is not made uſe of it is 
neceſſary that a pint extraordinary, or more, 
of ſome weak liquid, as a dilutor, in its ſtead, 
be drank every day whillt taking the Powder; 
a wine glaſs-full of cold water, likewiſe, in 
either caſe, is recommended night and morn- 
ing; and thoſe who have been accuſtomed to 
a free uſc of ſtrong liquors, ſhould drink an 
extraordinary quantity of the whey, or other 
weak liquor, eſpecially where a continuance 
of the Powder is nęceſſary. With the aſſiſtance 
of the above rules, this medicine has been ex- 
perienced to remove Slow Fevers, as likewiſe 
the cauſe of the moſt obſtinate habitual 
coſtiveneſe, and conſequently the many com- 
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plaints in the Head, Stomach, and Bowels, 
ariſing therefrom. 

The doſe is to be taken in the morning, 
faſting, in a ſmall tea-ſpoonful of honey, or 
roaſted apple; or, which is beſt, {when it is 
taken as an altcrative, lenitive electary, or 
pulp of a prune, drinking a tumbler glaſs full 
of cold water immediately after it. One hour 
afterwards, take three parts or a whole pint 
baſonful of thin warm broth, without fat ; 
and an hour after that, repeat another baſon 
of ſtronger broth. 

After the ſecond baſon, you may cat as 
ſoon as you like; but let your diet be af caſy 
digeſtion, avoiding all ſalted meats, ſalt fiſh, 
cheeſe, melted butter, vinegar and other acids, 
whilſt under its operations, as likewiſe ſtrong 
liquors of every kind, eſpecially on the days 
on which it is taken ; or at leaſt, the greater ab- 
ſtinence obſerved 1n reſpect of theſe articles, 
alſo during the courſe, ſo much the better. 

A moderate ſcaſoning to the food will at 
no time be hurtful. 

If a ſickneſs or uneaſineſs ſnould at any 


time be felt in the ſtomach or bowels, a ſpoon- 
ful 
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ful of cold water taken occaſionally, and 
if that ſhould not immediately take it off, going 
out into the air ſeldom fails to remove it. 
Bleeding, as is hereafter directed, may pre- 
cede the Powder; but muſt not, on any ac- 
count, be uſed on the ſame day after it is 


taken; nor, if it can be well avoided, ſhould 
it be repeated under five or fix days after- 
wards, and then only in inflammatory caſes, 
Bliſters, iſſues, oily or ſpirituous applications, 
are by no means allowed; nor any other re- 
medy, externally or internally, (the warm 


bath, fomentations, clyſters, manna, lenitive 
electary, &c. as already mentioned, or our q 
Mineral Ointment, or other eaſy dreſſing to i 
wounds, only excepted) during the courſe of 
this Powder; leſt thereby its different opera- 
tions, by urine and ſtool, be counteracted, or 
by ſtopping up the pores of the {kin, its good 
effects by perſpiration be prevented. A doſe 
of this Powder 1s not to be repeated within 
the diſtance of a week in any caſe whatſoever, 
unleſs attended with a conſiderable diſcharge 
by wounds, or as is hereafter ordered in thoſe 


diſeaſes mentioned in the Particular Directions.

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The uſual manner of repeating this Powder 
in all the diſeaſes, excepting ſome of thoſe 
mentioned in the Particular Directions, 1s as 
follows; viz. 

A ſecond doſe is to be taken at the end of 
a week from the firſt, a third at the end of 
the next fortnight, and a fourth at the end 
of three weeks more; which four doſes make 
up one courſe: after which, if neceſſary, a 
doſe is to be continued once in a month, till 
the cure is completed: but when the diſor- 
der from its inveteracy, ſuch as the Evil, 
Cancer, &c. ſhould not have ſatisfactorily 
yielded to the firſt courſe, it is adviſeable to 
begin after the ſecond month, and regularly 
go through a ſecond courſe; which me- 
thod may be again repeated, as occaſion re- 
quires; or, in the worlt cafes, it may be at 
diſcretion taken once a fortnight, till a cure 
is obtained: and though the good effects of 
this Powder are more generally obſervable 
when given in the full doſe; yet as it would 
be unreaſonable to expect that above all other 


remedies this ſhould equally well agree with 
every 
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every conſtitution, eſpecially in the cure of 
diſorders where a length of time is required; 


let it be obſerved, that in very delicate conſti- 


tutions, it ſhonld with a more ſtrict com- 
pliance to our directions be taken in the 
above manner as an alterative, by half doſes, 
or even quarter doſes, according as it may 
more or leſs affect the conſtitution ; at all 
times obſerving, when, from the obſtinacy of 
any obitruction, the Powder, throngh ac- 
tivity in doing its office or accompliſhing its 
good effects, ſhould cauſe any conſiderable 
pain, it is not ſo proper that the next doſe be 
repcated till the pain is abated or quite re- 
moved, which it will ſoon be with a little pa- 
tience, exerciſe, and a free uſe of diluting 
liquors, particularly the whey, a quart a day 
at leaſt, together with a total abſtinence from 


any thing ſtronger than ſmall beer, there 


being no danger of inflammation (whatever 
may be the appearances) from or during the

and this regimen are duly attended to, And 
although it will cure the Piles by being taken 
in the manner as is hereafter in that caſe di- 

rected, 
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rected, yet in other diſorders, where there 1s 
a frequency of ſtools, or through the ſharp- 
neſs of humours diſcharged therewith, it ſome- 
times occaſions uneaſineſſes of that kind; and 
oftentimes, from a ſuperabundancy of like 
acrimonious or bilious humours, together 
with wind pent up in the bowels, it may oc- 
caſion conſiderable pain therein; in all which 
caſes, for ready relief, clyſters in full quantity 
and often repeated, of broth made from 
ſheep's entrails, emptied and cut into pieces 
without waſhing, being of a mild lubricating 
nature, ſhould be uſed ; which kind of clyſ- 
ter, made ſomewhat ſtronger by the addition 
of a piece of the fleſh, with a more gentle and 


longer boiling, are alfo further more particu- 


larly neceſſary when the ſtomach is become ſo 
weak as not to be able to reccive, or even re- 
tain ſufficient nouriſhment : in which caſe, 
the whole ſupport muſt depend on the ſupply 
received, and from time to time retained, in 
the body by theſe means; and as no certain 
rule can be laid down in ſo many diſeaſes, on 
account of the many peculiarities in different 
conſtitutions, the diſtance of time between 


2 each 
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each doſe of th: Powder muſt, according to 
its effects, be altered at diſcretion; as in cold 
weather, a doſe may be taken a day or two 
ſooner than in warm : and as ſix doſes, one 
taken every three weeks or a month, on ac- 
count of the great tenderneſs of the conſtitu- 
tion, has performed many cures ; ſo again, 
to thoſe who are ſtronger, by being given ac- 
cording to the before-mentioned rule, viz, 
four doſes only, it has been found to anſwer 
the like good purpoſes; and therefore, as 
health is ſo precarious, a regular courſe is ad- 
viſed, on leſſer occaſions, once a year, or a 
ſingle doſe once in a quarter of a year.

In conſumptive diſorders of the lungs, 
where the ulceration has not been too far 
advanced for a cure to be expetted, a doſe 
taken once in three weeks or a month, with a 
plentiful uſe of the whey, has been attended 
with the defired ſucceſs.

In the Dropſy, where the ſtrongeſt doſes are 
required, it is uſual to give a ſecond full doſe 
the morning following the firſt; and in like 


manner repeat it once in a fortnight after -

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wards, paying the ſtricteſt regard to the rules 
laid down in the General Directions.

In the Fiſtula, to the common method of 
taking the Powder may be added the uſe of 
one of thoſe clyſters twice a- day, as already 
mentioned, being an eaſy and a conſiderable 
help, eſpecially if, in bad caſes of this kind, 
one, in proper quantity, of ſo healing a na- 
ture, be retained in the body every night. 


In the bloody and Fluxes of other kinds, for 
diſpatch, let half an uſual doſe be taken firſt, 
the remainder two or three days after, and 
if there be farther want (which ſeldom hap-

INFLAMMATORY DISEASES, 


Altho' perhaps it may not be always neceſſa- 
ry to bleed on theſe occaſions, yet oftentimes 
in the Pleuriſy, Peripneumony (or Inflamma- 
tion of the Lungs), Inflammatory Gout, and 
Rheumatiſm, and the like caſes, where the 
blood is too furiouſly agitated, and where the

diluting liquors, in order to lower the pulſe, 
abate the ſymptoms, and take off any danger 
from a fullneſs of blood ; theſe previous aids 
being had before the Powder is taken, one 
doſe of it, for reaſons already aſſigned in the 
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Properties, may then be given to great ad- 
vantage ; and when after that a plentiful dif- 
charge 1s by ſtool procured, from this Powder 
or other helps, it will be requiſite on ſome of 
theſe occaſions to farther its operation into 
ſweat, by means of an increaſed quantity of 
the like warm diluting liquids ; and although 
a ſingle doſe in the Pleuriſy, &c. is commonly 
ſufficient, yet in the Gout and Rheumatiſm, a 
ſecond may be repeated, at the end of a fort- 
night, if there remains little or no pain; after 
which, a doſe taken once a month for a length 
of time, will, with temperance, exerciſe, and 
a free ule of diluting liquids, particularly the 
whey, bid fair to remove the cauſe of theſe 
diſorders out of the conſtitution, 


LEPROSY, CONTRACTIONS OF THE 
JOINTS, SCIRRHOUS TUMOURS, &c. 


In the Leproſy and other Deformities of 
the Skin, as likewiſe in Contractions of the 


Joints, Schirrous Tumours, Gravel, Rheuma- 


tiſm, &c. a previous uſe of an emollient fo- 
mentation, without ſpirits, to the parts af- 
fected, 
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fected, and repeated at times during the 


courſe, or, what is preferable, the warm bath 
made uſe of once a fortnight, or as occaſion 
requires, will forward a cure; although nei- 
ther of theſe is eſſentially neceſſary thereto.

In the Piles, our method of preparation 
ſhould be attended to; and when they are 
very bad, bleedings may precede the uſe of 
the Powder; a doſe of which taken after- 
wards, once in a fortnight or three weeks, has 
commonly proved a cure, with the occaſional 
help of clyſters, in the worſt caſes, ſuch as 
have been already mentioned ; but the altera- 
tive method will in theſe caſes be the eaſieſt.

In the Small-Pox of the putrid kind only, 
attended with the utmoſt danger (not other- 
wiſe) during the ſtate of maturation, let a 
quarter or the half of an uſual doſe be given, 
according to the ſtrength of the conſtitution ;

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or a like doſe may be taken after that ſtage, 
but then it ſhould be at the greateſt diſtance 
that can be with ſafety allowed; obſerving, 
that if in the ſtate of maturation the body be 
too looſe, clyſters, ſuch as have been already 
mentioned, with the addition of a little pow- 
der of ſtar ch, together with other occaſional 
helps, ſhould be made uſe of. If on the con- 
trary ſtools be wanting, the like clyſters, 
(without ſtarch) with occaſionally adding a

A ſecond doſe of this Powder has not hi- 
therto been adviſeable : but in the moſt deſ- 
perate caſes, diſcretion muſt be uſed, guided 
by the ſymptoms and ſtrength of the patient. 

The above manner of giving this Powder 
in the Putrid Small-Pox, ſeems to be the moiſt 
rational method whereby it might be taken 


to advantage in the Plague or Peſtilential

In Fevers of the putrid kind, it is common

In freſh contracted Venereal Complaints, 
two doſes taken in the uſual manner are ge- 


nerally enough ; though a third, for ſafety, is 
adviſcable.

To women with child who labour under any 
inveterate diſeaſe, and ſuch of the fair ſex as are

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ſubject to weakneſſes, the Powder ſhould be 
given in lenitive electary, by the alterative me- 
thod, as the mildeſt. In the Milk Fever, and 
other complaints incident to women ſoon after 
Delivery, if the body be not already open, 
a clyſter or two, to prepare the way, may be 
made uſe of; then let half of a paper be taken, 
the remainder the day following, unleſs re- 
lieved before: a ſecond paper in theſe caſes is 
not required, And in regard to thoſe com- 
plaints at more diſtant times after Delivery, 
ſuch as Wounds and Hardneſs of the Breaſts, 
two or three , doſes, repeated by the uſual 
manner, have been commonly ſufficient.
